F.D.R. Puts Teeth 
In WLB Decisions 


Authorizes Sanctions 
Against Recalcitrant 
Employers and Employes 


President Roosevelt imposed 
sanctions against both employ- 
ers and unions refusing to com- 
ply with decisions of the na- 


tional war labor board. 

By executive order, the president 
directed that if an employer is 
derelict in obeying WLB orders 
that his plant be seized by the gov- 
ernment or that less drastic action 
such as “control of war contracts, 
of essential materials and of trans- 
portation and fuel” be enforced, 
provided these steps can be taken 
without impeding the war effort. 

In the case of labor refusing to 
comply with WLB directives, the 
selective service system was auth- 
orized to cancel draft deferments 
of recalcitrant individual employes 
Power was also granted to with-} 
hold in escrow union dues _ col- 
{lected under union agreementr by 
employers in plants seized by the 
government because of strikes. 

The latter provision was wide- 
ly interpreted as an attempt to 
forestall any further strike ac- 

| tion by the united mine work- 
ers’ union whose case is still 
pending before the war labor 
board.

ment insurance act raising the 


one of the principal achieve 
ments accomplished by the fed- 
eration at Sacramento at the 
last session of the state legisla- 


ture, In spite of the fact that a 
well-organized and effective cam- 
paign to emasculate this act had 
been carried on much prior to the 
convening of the state legislature, 
the federation was successful not 
only in staving off this deadly 
threat but succeeded in raising the 
weekly benefit amount. 

It must be remembered that Cali- 
fornia is one of the very few states 
in the entire country where the 
wage earner contributes to this in- 
surance fund. Because of these con- 
tributions, the wage earners have 
been able to exercise a vote in de- 
|termining the policy of enforcing 
the provisions of the unemploy- | 
ment insurance act. 


Furthermore, the benefit pay- 
ments are higher in California 
than in any other state in the 
country. That is why when ef- 
forts were made toward the 
federalization of unemployment 
compensation, the federation 
fought and _ successfully de- 
feated this move. At that time

it was the hope of certain 
people to pool in Washington all 
the monies contributed to un- 
employment compensation funds 
in the various states. They 
hoped thereby to equalize the 
payments throughout the coun- 
try. This, however, would have 
placed California in an extreme- 
ly unfair position. When it is 
realized that in the southeast- 
ern states, such as Georgia, 
Alabama, and the like, the 
benefit payments are one-half 
of what they are in California, 
it can be readily seen that 
equalizing compensation would 
have reduced the _ benefit 
amount and resulted in a seri- 
ous loss for the California wage 
earners. Besides the wage earn- 
ers in these other states do 
not contribute anything to 
the unemployment insurance 
funds as they do in California. 
It would have therefore 
amounted to taking money 
away from the California work- 
ers and using that money in 
sharing benefits with workers 
in more backward sections of 
the country. Uncompromising- 
ly opposed to such a plan, the 
federation was successful in 
fighting it off, so that the fund 
still remains in California for 
the benefit of the California 
wage earners. 

Such a move has now been re- 
vived, and it is going to require 
the united and most fully mobilized 
strength to prevent it from being 
put through, The provision is con 
tained in pending legislation. If 
other provisions in the pending 
legislation are favorable, they

They will desig- | 
nate their true stand and make a} 
motion to take the California in- | 
surance fund back to Washington 
to be used throughout the country. 


! This plan is similar to another 
| measure that is being pushed to in- 
|erease the contributions by the 
wage earners to the social security 
|fund on the grounds that greater 
| benefits will be supplied the wage 
earners. It is proposed that the 
contributions be increased to six 
per cent. The federation wishes to 
point out that not only is this an 
excessive amount, but that the em- 
ployer, who will be expected to 
match the employe’s contribution 
can always transfer the amount 
jhe contributes to the price of his 
| product. In other words, the em- 
ploye would not only contribute six 
|per cent outright, but as a con- 
sumer would also have to pay the 
additional six per cent, so that in 
| the final instance he would be con- 
tributing twelve per cent. 

The federation has warned 
against this plan and again wishes 
to call the attention of the unions 
to the necessity of examining care- 
|fully every legislative measure di- 
| rectly affecting the workers that is 
pending in congress. Since the 
unemployment insurance act is in- 
tended to protect the employe 
lagainst unavoidable periods of un- 
|employment, it must be protected 
and guarded. This act has been 
the target of the most vicious and 
prejudiced attacks by minority | 
groups and will continue to be so. 
Only the vigilance of the workers | 


and their organizations will safe- | 


guard this and other beneficial 


laws from destruction.

War production is a union achievement, for the jo 


cent union. Joseph Keenan, WPB labor vice chairman for pro-|~ 


duction, states that 85 per cent of war workers are under union | 
agreement; on the railroads about 100 per cent. Union members 
have worked and lived under the hardest kind of housing and 
transportation conditions, had our frozen wages cut away by) 
price rises, worked long hours at driving speed. But we have} 
delivered the goods. Munitions production in June was 3 per) 
cent above May and nearly double the June 1942 volume. 

War production is a union responsibility. We cannot let the | 
boys down at the front. We must give them the fighting tools| 
to win in the shortest possible time. | 

War production is not increasing fast enough. Because our | 
military advance is far ahead of schedule, the production pro- 
gram has to be stepped up. Munitions output must increase | 
40 per cent by next winter, even though employment gains of | 
only 10 to 15 per cent can be expected. We must increase | 
productivity. Production fell behind the scheduled increase by | 
$300,000,000 worth of fighting goods in July. 

Management, unions and the war production board must 
get at the causes of this lag and correct them. Some of the causes | 
are: inefficient management in airplane plants, shipyards, other 
plants; production change-over to make more 
bombers; manpower shortages; bad distribution of materials 
with leaks of scarce metals to non-essential industries; faulty 
handling of the program in the war production board; con- 
tracts cancelled because of changing war needs, causing time 
consuming change-over in production plants.
